The dynamo.is loca-tcd over 
what in the ordinary machine is the 
small sprocket wheel, attached to the 
rear axle.

rescue was more easy this morning. 
Workmen were engaged a,1 1 night, con- 
structing rafts, and boats to use to- 
day in rescuing. Before sunrise, par- 
tics started out at. different points and 
began transporting people from peril- 
ous positions to land. The water is 
not so high -or so swift as yesterday 
nr.d the rescuers made rapid progress. 


During the night, .organized reJief 


was pushed as rapidly as possible and 
renewed efforts were put forth this 
morning. 
No more reliable estimate 


of the dead or property damage than 
that given last night could be com- 
piled this morning. 


Hourly bodies are left- on land by 


the receding waters, or ore 
found 


pocketed in the houses or piles of de- 
bris. This is within a few miles of 
Guthrie. 
What damage to life and 


property further out in the country 
will only be known when wire and

railway train communication, now 
a standstill, is resumed.. .

lives. The river 
was soon a raging 


sea half a mile wide, swooping across 
the valley, carrying houses and barns 
on its crest. The midn water works 
supply pipe, where .it crosses the Cot- 
tonwood in the southern part o£ the 
city, burnt letting all the water in the 
reservoirs flow into the river. In the 
southwestern part of the city an a:rm 
of land was formed by the widening 
and on this land lived several hun- 
dred negroes. During tho night tho 
bridge landing across the city was 
•wept away. Th'e people 'were absorb- 
ed watching tie rising waters thia 


• morning when -the flood from the res- 


ervoirs came down in a solid wall and 
cut across the arm of land near the 
ma-inland cutting 
off escape. They 


fled from their homes to the. higher 
ground of the newiy formed island. 
The river w^as. tTrirty feet above the 
•usual level at 9 o'c'iock this morning. 


It Is 'believed there is much loss of

"I witnessed all the phases of the last 
serious struggle nt Mati. The Turks 
came down from Milouna in thousands 
and the 
Gi-ceks were to hold Mati, 


Tnrnavo and Ln.rissa, Six batteries of 
artillery were'concentrated there and 
the mission was to stop the advance, 
of the Turks. The battle lasted eight 
hours 
there, and. was an especially 


fierce artillery duel. The Greeks were 
much better marksman and caused 
great havoc, but with desultory firing 
the Turks waited formation and ad- 
vanced twenty thousand fresh troops 
along the ridges forming the frontier. 
The "Greeks stood their ground admir- 
ably. Toward midday it became evi- 
dent that the Turks were preparing 
a flank attack to be revealed ]a-te in 
the day. Unfortunately the staff bad 
•learned this too late, and moreover, 
had no fresh troops. 
The men had 


been fightiug five days, the last two 
days with little, if anything to ear, anil 
no slop at all. Morning had seen the 
men staggering with fatigue.

ATHENS, April 26.—King Goorge Is 


credited with a desire to abdicate in

The report-that the king has been 


compelled to sign a decree recalling 
Prince Constamtine is unfounded.. The 
crown prince remains at the head of 
She army. The Greek troops at Epirus 
•have been losing ground 
and have 


been obliged to retire to Luros. 


Nine guns of large calibre have been 


mounted at Karaburn by Turks for 
bettor protection of Salonica. harbor. 
People there have become calmer, and 
apprehension of an attack

Greek fleet is passing away.

From what I-huvo heard and read I am 
quite sure that cellar -wintered bees axe 
more tender and suffer more from 
spring dwindling. 
J. E. Pond.—I havo never kept bees 


inside—that is, I have always wintered, 
tbom on iibe summer stands—but I see 
no reason why there should be any dif- 
ference in tenderness, whether kept out- 
doors or inside, and, again, I cannot 
' imagine bow any one can judge accu- 
rately in tho matter.

J. K. Heater.—Perhaps not, but 


hey ore sure to have brood earlier and 
vhen placed out of doors will bo tempt- 
d out in quest of water aud pollen to 
eed their young and perish in tho cold, 
jfteii to such an extent chat not enough, 
sees ore loft to cover tho brood, and it, 
oo, is chilled to death. My heaviest 
osses from spring dwindling have al- 
ways been from colonies wintered in 
he cellar. 


Manures For Early Planting. 


No matter how rich the soil may bo 


from previous manuring, all seeds plant- 
ed during March or April should have 
lorne nitrogenous manure put in with 
them. There is no development of ni- 
xates in the soil during, cold weather, 
and that developed lust year has been 


lostly washed oat by rains and melt-- 
3g snows. It needs some available ni- 
trogen to furnish, a supply until the 
fermentation of vegetable matter in tho 
soil provides it. Unless this is done tho 
early growth -will bo stunted, and thti 
crop will not only be reduced in quau- 
titv, but .-will bo not much earlier than 
f "planted later with tho soil warm 
enough to famish nitrogen and give 
iho plants a vigorous start Later in 
the season the nodules on pea, root;) 
store nitrogen from the air. 
But they 


_o this for tbo soil rather than for the 
growth of the vine. While young the 
?ea vine needs nitrogenous mauurcs, 
the same as other plants. 
As the value 


of curly p:;as consists mainly in their 
OKrliness it is a mistake to neglect giv- 
ing them what -is needed to push them 
rapidly nncil they attain size to help 
themselves.—-American Cultivator.

I have used a gong plow for five years 


(three plows). Can cut from 11 to 13 
inches, according to the depth I desiro 
to plow—that is, cut or slice for US to 
41 inches. I work four or six horses— 
always six when plowing for corn. This 
plow'cioi be turned around, inside of its 
length. I use no tongue. Can gnido is 
so only two .plows will cut furrows it' 
so desired when finishing upland, or 
con drop off one plow or add another 
to it I think it is the best farm implo 
mont I ever bought. I always attach : 
harrow when plowing for grain. I plow- 
ed, harrowed and planted to corn 120 
acres in 16&vdaye. Have plowed over 
200 acres witfaauc.^going to tho shop. 
Tho least day's work I ever did was sev- 
en acres—this because the bouts wero 
very sbort. Have plowed a half day 
without ever stopping.

MAINTAINING FERTILITY, 


l-iold Experiment* With JTortlilzeM—The 


Homo Mlxlnc oMJcrtiltoon. 


'• A bulletin from tho Ohio station on 
tho maintenance of fertility 
reports 


fiald experiments extending over eight 
seasons on separate tracts 'of land in 
different localities. This report makes 
it appear that tho highest efficiency of 
u fertilizer for ceraul crops or potatoes 
is ' only attained when it contains all 
three of the-chief'coustitnentEof fertili- 
ty—nitrogen us well as phosphonio acid 
and potash. In tho abseDCO of clover 
or other, leguminous crops themaximDm 
increase* h»s been produced when the 
quantity of nitrogen applied was-equal 
to or greater than that of phosphoric 
acid. Tho work has not yet gone far 
enough to givo definite information con- 
cerning ahe effect of clover or other le- 
guminous crops in ijlie rotation, but at 
tho present stage of the work it seoins 
doubtful whether clover can be relied 
upon to furnish sufficient nitrogen for 
maximtun crops grown in rotations of 
live years or rooro. 


It appears that com and possibly' po- 


tatoes havo a far greater capacity for 
obtaining plant food than wheat or 
oats, tho statistics of crop production 
showing that au average crop of com. 
may obtain nearly twice as large a to- 
tal quantity of nitrogen, phosphoric 
acid and potash us an average crop of 
wheat or oats grown under the name 
conditions of.BOil.and.climuto. 


Where tho cereal crops have been, 


grown in-continuous culture for seven 
or eight years in.mioeession tho total re- 
covery of plant food applied in-cheni- 
ioal fertilizers by the crops to which 
they wero applied 'has.been,abont one- 
third the nitrogen and one-eighth tho 
phosphoric acid and potash. Where they 
havo been grown in rotation with clo- 
ver CO per cent moro nitrogen was re- 
covered in the increase than was ap- 
plied in tto fertilizer, but only one- 
sixth as much .phcsphcrio acid and half 
as moch'.potafih. 


The immediate increase from, barn- 


yard manuro",haK been innch. smaller in 
proportion to. its chemical constituents 
than from tho chemical fertilizers used 
in thcse'tests, but the residual effect of 
manure,,is shown to bo much greatar 
than that from-chemicals. 


Ktoato of eoda has been tho most of' 


feerive<arrier of- nitrogen in these ei- 
periisei#6, with sulphate of ammonia, 
dried 'blood and lineeod oil meal but 
little inferior. Of the yarions carriers 
of phosphoric acid, dissolved boneblack, 
acid phosphate and basic slag seem to 
produce- practically equal results, pound 
for pound of phosphoric ocid contained. 


Ifc is shown that persons may save 


from 30 to 00 per cent of the cost of 
their fertilisers bv purchasing tho mate- 
rials and raising them (when mixing is 
necessary) at^bpine. 


A so called ""natural plant food" is 


shown to be a crude rock phosphate. 


With fertilizers rated at the prices
